Britain's Prince Philip 
hospitalised, misses rest 
of jubilee 



LONDON (AFP) - Prince 
Philip, the 90-year-old hus¬ 
band of Queen Elizabeth II, 
was hospitalised yesterday 
with a bladder infection and 
will miss the rest of her dia¬ 
mond jubilee celebrations, 
Buckingham Palace said. 

The new health scare 
comes less than six months 
after the outspoken British 
royal patriarch suffered chest 
pains during the Christmas 
break and had to undergo a 
medical procedure to treat a 
blocked coronary artery. 


"The Duke of Edinburgh 
was taken to King Edward 
VII Hospital in London this 
afternoon, from Windsor 
Castle, as a precautionary 
measure after developing a 
bladder infection, which is 
being accessed and treated," 
the palace said in a statement. 

"Prince Philip will remain 
in hospital under observation 
for a few days. He is, under¬ 
standably, disappointed about 
missing this evening's Dia¬ 
mond Jubilee Concert and to¬ 
morrow's engagements."

expected to be completed in 
about one month. 

A First Response team will 
be giving a round of commu¬ 
nity meetings at various neigh¬ 
borhood centers and speaking 
at schools to inform the public 
of how to prepare for an ap¬ 
proaching storm of significant 
magnitude. Though they are 
rare at this latitude and longi¬ 
tude, it is always best to be pre¬ 
pared, asserted the PM.

Livestock farmers and agriculturists Great....good’ole fresh 

have productive meeting with Minister Goat Milk now available

Just recently, Minister Oduber 
with agriculture under his 
watch, met with livestock 
farmers and agriculturists at 
Baranca di Yerba. After enjoy¬ 
ing different local dishes, the 
purpose of the meeting was ex¬ 
plained.

This, he claims, will 
give him and Santa Rosa a 
much better way to give them 


attention and to take care of 
any eventual concern they may 
have. 

The farmers had several 
pertinent observations. One 
such was the matter of proper 
transportation of water, and pe¬ 
titions regarding land. These 
men were also very concerned 
about their animals that walk 
around loose in the National 
Park. They were afraid that 
these animals may be hurt by 
Park Rangers. The Minister as¬ 
sured them that their livestock 
will never be hurt. While the 
commission is being formed to 
deal with that situation, there is 
an agreement that no harm 
may come to their animals. 

Reportedly, the farmers and 
agriculturists were happy to 
have met with the Minister and 
were satisfied with the infor¬ 
mation and assurances re¬ 
ceived.

Meteorologist Marck Odu- 
ber 


Head Meteorologist Marck 
Oduber gave some figures on 
what NOAA experts are pre¬ 
dicting for the 2012 season: 
anywhere from 9 to 15 named 
storms of which 4 to 8 are ex¬ 
pected to be hurricanes and 1 
to 3 major hurricanes. Since 
1981 the over annual average 
is 12.1 named storms and 6.4 
hurricanes, of which 2.7 were 
major storms. Recent years 
have shown water surface tem¬ 
peratures to be higher, con¬ 
tributing to more frequent 
storms of great ferocity. 

Boaters and fisherman with 
marine radios are reminded to 
monitor the NOAA weather 
bulletins; Hadicurari Fishing 
Center does so regularly and 
issues warnings; they can also 
inform which bands broadcast 
NOAA Weather Radio. 


The Ram Bureau annually 
published informative pam¬ 
phlets of what to do in case of 
an approaching storm and how 
to prepare; these are published 
in 4 languages and can be 


found at their offices and se¬ 
veral government buildings, as 
well distributed at presenta¬ 
tions at community centers and 
schools.

ORANJESTAD — Significant 
changes have been made in 
“The 2011 Cooperative Taxi 
Protocol,” which was signed 
on April 7th 2011 by represen¬ 
tatives of the taxi cooperatives 
and the Minister of Tourism 
and Public Transport. The pri¬ 
mary objective of these 
changes, according to the go¬ 
vernment, is to improve the 
quality of service of our public 
transport system. 

When this agreement was 


signed back in April 2011, it 
was agreed then that several 
points would have to be stipu¬ 
lated by law and that some 
changes may be necessary. 
These changes have been 
made and have taken effect as 
of June 1st 2012. 

A new law concept with re¬ 
spect to import duties have 
been incorporated into the 
agreement. Import duties (im¬ 
portation of taxi vehicles) have 
been reduced from 4 years to 


three years. This is the amount 
of years for the dispensation on 
paying import duties. This re¬ 
duction takes into account the 
period that the owner of the 
taxi license may use an assis¬ 
tant chauffeur who may be 
using the license holder’s car 
as taxi. That period will not be 
counted as a valid period for 
the dispensation. 

The change in the law as of 
June 1, 2012, also permits an 
assistant chauffeur to use his 


own personal vehicle 
as a taxi. The changes 
also eliminate the legal 
obligation that taxis 
had to use a taxi meter. 
According to the Min¬ 
ister, the changes will 
simply help to improve 
the quality of our taxi 
service and the quality 
of our tourism, while 
at the same time bene¬ 
fit the chauffeur as 
well as all taxi users.

Romney favorability rating rises, 
stiii behind Obama 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Re¬ 
publican Mitt Romney is gain¬ 
ing on rival Barack Obama on 
the favorability front but still 
trails the president, a new poll 
showed Monday. 

Romney’s favorable rating 
has jumped 14 points since 
February — the height of the 
Republican Party’s nomination 
battle — to 48 percent, while 
Obama’s has remained stable 
in recent months at 56 percent, 
according to a CNN/ORC In¬ 
ternational poll. 

Both Obama and Romney, 
the presumptive Republican 
nominee to challenge for the 
White House in November, 
are seen in a negative light by 
42 percent of respondents. 

Romney dominates among 
seniors and has a ’’small ad¬ 
vantage among independent 


TORREON (AFP) - Gunmen 
shot dead 11 people and 
wounded at least nine others at 
a rehab center in northern 
Mexico on Sunday in the latest 
bloody episode in a brutal turf 
war between drug gangs. 

Bodies were strewn across 
blood-soaked beds, armchairs 
and the floor at the church-op¬ 
erated rehabilitation center in 
the city of Torreon, the Milenio 
television network reported. 

The attack came almost a 
year to the day after a similar 
assault on a rehab center 
downtown left 11 people dead 
and wounded two others. 

These centers have become 
frequent targets of drug cartels, 
which seek members of rival 
trafficking groups among the 
patients and eliminate them to 
prevent them from talking to 
the police. 

The gunmen used AR-15 
assault rifles and nine-millime¬ 
ter caliber pistols, police said. 
According to eyewitnesses.

The Torreon region is a 
scene of a violent confronta¬ 
tion between the Sinaloa cartel 
and the Zetas, an increasingly 
powerful drug trafficking 
group founded by deserters 
from US-trained Mexican spe¬ 
cial forces. 

The two gangs are fighting 
for control of lucrative cocaine 
delivery routes to the United 
States. 

Across the border, five bod¬ 
ies burnt beyond recognition 
were found over the weekend 
in the smoldering wreckage of 
a vehicle on a popular drug 
trafficking route in the Arizona 
desert.

Nigerian crash that 
killed over 150

Britain offers support to oil companies 
in Falklands 


LAGOS (AFP) - The flight 
that crashed in Nigeria’s largest 
city of Lagos, killing all 153 
people on board, reported both 
of its engines having failed be¬ 
fore it went down, the civil 
aviation chief said yesterday. 

It was not yet clear what 
caused the Dana Air MDBS’s 
engines to fail ahead of Sun¬ 
day’s devastating crash in a 
densely populated area of 
Lagos, with more people 
feared dead on the ground in 
addition to the passengers. 

’’They declared Mayday,” 
Nigerian civil aviation chief 
Harold Demuren told AFP. 
’’The reason was that the two 
engines failed.” 

The clues emerged as res¬ 
cuers recovered burnt human 
remains after the plane 
slammed into the neighbour¬ 
hood on the northern outskirts 
of one of Africa’s largest cities, 
making it one of the country’s 
worst air disasters. 

President Goodluck 

Jonathan visited the devasta¬ 
tion yesterday and pledged to 
improve the country’s spotty 
air safety record as questions 


were raised over what causec 
the accident. 

Families meanwhile gath¬ 
ered outside a morgue at a 
Lagos hospital, hoping to iden¬ 
tify relatives. 

A spokesman for the Na¬ 
tional Emergency Manage¬ 
ment Agency, Yushau Shuaib, 
said yesterday evening that 
137 bodies had so far been re¬ 
moved from the site, most of 
them thought to be plane pas¬ 
sengers, though more precise 
details were not yet available. 

After nightfall, the search 
was suspended until Tuesday 
morning. 

At one point yesterday 
morning, police fired tear gas 
at a surging crowd seeking to 
get a look at the crash site. At 
other spots around the site peo¬ 
ple desperately sought access 
to the wreckage to locate miss¬ 
ing relatives. 

They were denied access, 
with rescue workers combing 
the scene of the crash — the 
world’s worst air disaster so far 
this year — saying the bodies 
were unrecognisable. 


LONDON (AFP) - Britain 
said it would support its oil 
companies involved in the ’’le¬ 
gitimate” business of oil explo¬ 
ration off the Falkland Islands 
after Argentina said yesterday 
it had begun the process of 
suing them. 

Buenos Aires declared 
British oil exploration off the 
Falklands ’’illegal” and immedi¬ 
ately set about suing five com¬ 
panies for pursuing activities 
around the contested islands.

Colombian 
drug lord 
captured in 
Venezuela 


CARACAS (AFP) - One of 
the top leaders of Los Ras- 
trojos, a powerful drug car¬ 
tel operating near the border 
between Venezuela and 
Colombia, has been cap¬ 
tured by Venezuelan author¬ 
ities, the government said. 

Diego Perez Enao, also 
knows as Diego Rastrojo, 
was seized Sunday in the 
town of Rojas de Barinas 
following a weeks-long in¬ 
telligence operation, 

Venezuelan Interior and 
Justice Minister Tareck El 
Aissami said. 

”It was one of the most 
important blows that we 
have delivered to criminal 
organizations and interna¬ 
tional narco-traffickers,” he 
said. 

According to El Aissami, 
the Colombian was the 
third-ranking leader of the 
cartel and was in charge of 
major drug trafficking oper¬ 
ations. 

He has been wanted in 
Colombia since 2001 in 
connection with various 
crimes committed by the 
group, officials said.

’’The Falkland Islands gov¬ 
ernment is, as always, entitled 
to develop both fisheries and 
hydrocarbons industries within 
its own waters, without inter¬ 
ference from Argentina. 


’’These latest attempts to 
damage the economic liveli¬ 
hoods of the Falkland Islands 
people regrettably reflect a pat¬ 
tern of behaviour by the Ar¬ 
gentine government. 

’’From harassing Falklands 
shipping to threatening the is¬ 
landers’ air links with Chile, 
Argentina’s efforts to intimi¬ 
date the Falklands are illegal, 
unbecoming and wholly coun¬ 
ter-productive. 

”We are studying Ar¬ 
gentina’s remarks carefully and 
will work closely with any 
company potentially affected 
to ensure that the practical im¬ 
plications for them are as few 
as possible.” 

Diplomatic friction be¬ 
tween Argentina and Britain 
has intensified since 2010, 
when Fondon authorised oil 
prospecting in the waters 
around the windswept islands, 
which are home to fewer than 
3,000 people. 

Britain has held the Falk¬ 
lands since 1833, but Buenos 
Aires claims that the barren is¬ 
lands are occupied Argentine 
territory.

ISTANBUL (AFP) - Hundreds 
of demonstrators took to the 
streets of Istanbul Sunday to 
protest the government’s plan 
to reduee the time limit for 
abortions. 

Women ehanted slogans 
and unfurled banners reading 
’’Abortion is a right” and ”It is 


our body” during the rally in 
the eity’s Kadikoy distriet, 
whieh was also attended by 
men. 

Turkey’s Islamie-rooted 
Justiee and Development 
Party (AKP) is preparing a 
bill to eurb abortion, whieh 
has been legal in Turkey 
sinee 1983, allowing women 
to terminate a pregnaney in 
the first 10 weeks. 

But under the proposed 
legislation the AKP wants to 
drastieally reduee the time 
limit to as little as four weeks. 

Health Minister Reeep 
Akdag said last week the bill 
would be submitted to the 
parliament this month. 

Prime Minister Reeep 
Ta 3 ^ip Erdogan triggered out¬ 
rage among women’s groups 
and the opposition when he 
likened abortion to murder and 
further fanned the flames when 
he said: ’’Every abortion is an 
Uludere.” 

He was referring to the 
botehed attaek on Kurdish sep¬ 
aratists by Turkish warplanes 
in Deeember that elaimed the 
lives of 34 eivilians. 

Erdogan has repeatedly 
ealled on women to have at 
least three ehildren. 

In 2004, his government 
baeked a law eriminalising 
adultery but later abandoned it 
after intense pressure from the 
European Union.

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Facebook explores access for 
kids under 13 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Facebook is working on tech¬ 
nology that would permit chil¬ 
dren under the age of 13 to use 
the soeial network site with 
parental supervision, people 
familiar with the effort said 
Monday. 

Faeebook eurrently re¬ 
quires members to be at least 
13, but the new effort is being 
made beeause many ehildren 
lie about their age to get ae- 
eess Faeebook and its 900 mil¬ 
lion members, a souree told 
AFP. 

A Faeebook spokesman 
told AFP no deeision has been 
made on any poliey ehange. 


But a statement from the 
spokesman said the California 
eompany was exploring ways 
to handle ehildren using Faee¬ 
book. 

"Many reeent reports have 
highlighted just how diffieult 
it is to enforee age restrietions 
on the Internet, espeeially 
when parents want their ehil¬ 
dren to aeeess online eontent 
and serviees," the statement 
said. 

"We are in eontinuous dia¬ 
logue with stakeholders, regu¬ 
lators and other polieymakers 
about how best to help parents 
keep their kids safe in an 
evolving online environment." 


The effort by Faeebook to 
allow younger ehildren, first 
reported by the Wall Street 
Journal, would use teehnology 
to allow parents to determine 
who their ehildren ean friend 
and what applieations they 
eould use. 

The report noted that that 
many youngsters lie about 
their age, putting the eompany 
in an awkward position re¬ 
garding a federal requirement 
to obtain parental eonsent be¬ 
fore eolleeting personal data. 

The Journal said the move 
may exaeerbate privaey eon- 
eerns about the massive soeial 
network, but that the eompany 
has little ehoiee but to look 
into ways to establish eontrols 
that would take into aeeount 
the site’s use by younger ehil¬ 
dren. 

A souree familiar with the 
effort said Faeebook would 
eomply with laws in the 
United States and other eoun- 
tries on ehild proteetions. 
These laws vary for eountry to 
eountry, with some being sim¬ 
ilar to US law and others hav¬ 
ing no law on online use by 
minors. 


Bangladesh student faces sedition 
charges over Facebook post 


(AFP) - A Bangladeshi student 
faces sedition charges after he 
allegedly posted comments on 
Facebook linking the nation’s 
premier with the disappear¬ 
ance of an opposition leader, 
police said Sunday. 

Sohel Molla, alias Sohel 
Rana, was arrested last month 
after being beaten up by sup¬ 
porters of Prime Minister 
Sheikh Hasina at the Jatiya 
Kabi Kazi Nazrul Islam Uni¬ 


versity at Trishal, 80 kilome¬ 
tres (50 miles) north of Dhaka. 

"Some students became 
angry after they saw his re¬ 
marks on Facebook where he 
said opposition leader Ilias Ali 
had no chance for freedom be¬ 
cause he was caught by Sheikh 
Hasina," Trishal police chief 
Firoz Talukdar told AFP. 

Ali, a regional head of op¬ 
position Bangladesh National¬ 
ist Party (BNP), has been 


missing since mid-April. The 
BNP has accused state security 
forces over the disappearance 
— a charge denied by the gov¬ 
ernment and the forces. 

"He wrote that Ali would 
have been freed had he been 
caught by a jungle tiger. But 
this jungle tiger is Sheikh 
Hasina," Talukdar said, adding 
that if found guilty under sedi¬ 
tion charges Molla could face 
a maximum life sentence. 

Talukdar said police had 
sought the home ministry’s 
permission to charge the 21- 
year-old English literature stu¬ 
dent. "We’ve completed our 
investigation and found that 
his Facebook remarks are sedi¬ 
tious," he said. 

"We have decided to press 
sedition charges against him. 
In future, whoever is found 
making such indecent and bad 
remarks against the prime min¬ 
ister will face sedition 
charges," he said. 

Molla is the second student 
to be arrested over alleged 
postings on Facebook this 
year. In January police de¬ 
tained A1 Nayeem Jubaer, 19, 
from his village west of 
Dhaka, for posting obscene re¬ 
marks about Hasina’s father on 
the social networking site.

Rio closes Latin America's 
biggest iandfiil 



RIO DE JNANEIRO (AFP) - 
Latin America’s largest landfill 
was closed Sunday after 34 
years, just days before Rio de 
Janeiro hosts a major UN con¬ 
ference on sustainable devel¬ 
opment. 

Rio Mayor Eduardo Paes and 
Environment Minister Izabella 
Teixeira closed the entrance to 
Jardim Gramacho, a seaside 
mountain of malodorous trash 
where some 8,000 tons of 
waste were processed a day. 

The sprawling trash dump 
of approximately 140 hectares 
(345 acres) was considered a 
major environmental threat to 
Rio’s Guanabara Bay, due to 
leaks caused by poor waste 
management. 

Its closure was agreed in 
2004, but the decision was 
postponed several times until a 
deal was reached to do it ahead 


of the Rio+20 United Nations 
Conference on Sustainable 
Development set for June 20- 
22. 

At least 100 global leaders 
and 50,000 participants from 
around the world are expected 
for the summit, which aims to 
outline a path toward a "green" 
and social economy that can 
balance economic growth, 
poverty eradication and envi¬ 
ronmental protection. 

About 1,600 people who 
made a living from sorting 
through the debris by hand, 
known as "catadores," will re¬ 
ceive compensation from the 
city. 

The waste at Gramacho is 
due to be transferred to another 
landfill run by a private com¬ 
pany. At the Gramacho site, a 
biogas plant will be launched 
to reduce methane emissions 
in the atmosphere.

Spain, US sign new double¬ 
taxation agreement 


BRUSSELS - Producer prices 
in the European Union and eu¬ 
rozone were flat in April, the 
region’s data office said yester¬ 
day. 

After producer prices rose 
0.5 percent in both regions in 
March, prices were unchanged 
month-to-month in both the 
27-member EU and the 17- 
member eurozone, the area 
that shares the euro as cur¬ 
rency, Eurostat said. 


Compared to a year earlier 
in April, prices for industrial 
producers rose 2.8 percent in 
the EU and 2.6 percent in the 
eurozone, both figures sharply 
lower than the 12-month rise 
posted in March, which came 
to 3.5 percent in the eurozone 
and 3.9 percent in the EU. 

Energy prices fell 0.1 per¬ 
cent in the eurozone month-to- 
month and 6.8 percent 
compared to April 2011. In the 



EU, energy prices also fell 0.1 
percent March to April and 
rose 6.6 percent compared to 
12 months earlier. 

With 26 of 27 countries re¬ 
porting — Luxembourg being 
the exception — prices dropped 
most in Spain in April com¬ 
pared to March, falling 0.8 per¬ 
cent. Prices paid by producers 
rose most in Bulgaria and Es¬ 
tonia, up 1.1 percent.

The summit of the heads of 
the world’s major developed 
nations and emerging powers 
will be held in the Mexican re¬ 
sort of Los Cabos from June 
17 amid a surge of fear over 
the global economy as Europe 
battles a debt crisis and US and 
Chinese growth slows. 

’’The G20 has reaffirmed its 
full commitment to supporting 
structural reforms, restoring 
medium term fiscal sustain¬ 
ability and promoting global 
rebalancing,” said Lourdes 
Aranda, Mexico’s Sherpa on 
the G20. 

’’That is what we are work¬ 
ing on very actively and inten¬ 
sively this month. 


’’The finance ministers are 
currently working on speciffc 
commitments that each coun¬ 
try will make to support global 
recovery and this will be re¬ 
flected in the action plan that 
will be adopted in Los Cabos,” 
Aranda said. 

The diplomat said it was 
likely that emerging econo¬ 
mies would make a bigger 
commitment to the IMF than 
in the past. 

”We do believe each time 
the emerging economies have 
to play a bigger role, not only 
on rights but also responsibili¬ 
ties,” said Aranda, who was at 
the UN headquarters for meet¬ 
ings with the main regional 
groups on the Los Cabos sum¬ 
mit. 


MADRID (AFP) - Spain and 
the United States have signed 
a new double-taxation agree¬ 
ment which aims to boost in¬ 
vestment flows between the 
two countries, Spain’s budget 
ministry said yesterday. 

The new agreement adapts 
a 1990 tax treaty ”to the needs 
of existing economic and com¬ 
mercial ties,” it said in a state¬ 
ment. 

”I am sure that signing this 
agreement will give a defini¬ 
tive boost to US investments in 
Spain and that it will cause our 
firms to bet strongly on ex¬ 


panding their business in the 
United States,” Spain’s budget 
secretary, Miguel Ferre, said in 
a statement. 

The United States was the 
fourth-largest source of foreign 
direct investment in Spain last 
year, behind Britain, France 
and The Netherlands, accord¬ 
ing to Spanish government fi¬ 
gures. 

US investment totalled 1.44 
billion euros ($1.79 billion) in 
2011, accounting for 6.4 per¬ 
cent of the total gross foreign 
direct investment in Spain last 
year. 


'One-in-three' chance Greece 
quits eurozone: S&P 


PARIS (AFP) - International 
ratings agency Standard & 
Poor’s said yesterday there was 
a one-in-three chance of 
Greece leaving the eurozone in 
the coming months. 

”We believe there is at least 


a one-in-three chance of 
Greece exiting the eurozone in 
the coming months, following 
national elections on June 17,” 
S&P said in a report, warning 
that such an outcome could se¬ 
riously damage the country.

Religious police 


RIYADH (AFP) - The head 
of the Saudi religious police 
has come out strongly against 
one of his men who ordered a 
woman to leave a mall be¬ 
cause she was wearing nail 
polish, a local daily reported 
on Monday. 

"The world is manufactur¬ 
ing airplanes and we are still 
telling a woman leave the 
mall because you've got nail 
polish on your fingers'," local 
daily Al-Watan quoted 
Sheikh Abdullatiff Abdel 
Aziz al-Sheikh as saying. 

The woman had defied the 
orders as she filmed her argu¬ 
ment with the policeman and 
posted it on YouTube, in a 
video that attracted more than 
a million hits in the first few 
days after it went online. 

"I was very disappointed 
by what I have seen. The 
matter has been exaggerated 
and negatively exploited," 
Sheikh, head of the Commis¬ 
sion for the Promotion of 
Virtue and Prevention of 
Vice, said. 

"The way the member of 
the commission behaved was 


not right, even if the girl had 
gone too far. He should have 
offered her advice and left in¬ 
stead of arguing with her and 
escalating" the situation, he 
said. 

The three and a half 
minute video posted on May 
23 shows members of the no¬ 
torious commission telling 
the woman to "get out of here 
(the mall)." 

But she refuses to comply, 
saying: "I'm staying and I 
want to know what you're 
going to do about" it. 

"It's none of your business 
if I wear nail polish," the 
unidentified woman, who is 
not seen on tape, is heard 
shouting at bearded men 
from the feared religious 
force. 

"You are not in charge of 
me," she defiantly shouts 
back, referring to new con¬ 
straints imposed earlier this 
year on the religious police, 
banning them from harassing 
Saudi women over their be¬ 
haviour and attire. 

"The government has 
banned you from coming 


after us," she told the men, 
adding "you are only sup¬ 
posed to provide advice, and 
nothing more." 

At one point during the 
video, she cautions the reli¬ 
gious police that she has al¬ 
ready posted the exchange 
online. 

It is not clear if the woman 
was eventually forced to 
leave the mall. 

Sheikh said that any mem¬ 
ber of the religious police 
"who abuses citizens or at¬ 
tacks them has no place in 
the commission." 

In January, King Abdullah 
appointed Sheikh, a moder¬ 
ate, to head the religious po¬ 
lice, raising hopes that a 
more lenient force will ease 
draconian social constraints 
in the Islamic country. 

Two weeks into his post. 
Sheikh banned volunteers 
from serving in the commis¬ 
sion which enforces the king¬ 
dom's strict Islamic rules. 

And in April he went fur¬ 
ther, prohibiting the religious 
police from "harassing peo¬ 
ple" and threatening "deci¬ 
sive measures against 
violators." 

The religious police pre¬ 
vent women from driving, re¬ 
quire them to be covered 
from head to foot in black, 
ban public entertainment, 
and force all businesses, 
from supermarkets to petrol 
stations, to close at prayer 
times, five times a day. 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Ac¬ 
tress Drew Barrymore married 
her art dealer beau on Saturday 
at her Montecito, California 
home, the third trip down the 
aisle for the Hollywood star, 
reports said. 

The star-studded guest list 
for the nuptials of Barrymore, 
37, and Will Kopelman, 34, in¬ 
cluded actress Cameron Diaz 
and comedian Jimmy Fallon, 
according to the celebrity mag¬ 
azine People. 

Barrymore was previously 
married to bar owner Jeremy 
Thomas for two months in 
1994 and comedian Tom 


Green from 2001 to 2002. 

The couple's whirlwind ro¬ 
mance began last year and they 
got engaged five months ago. 
People noted that Barrymore is 
expecting her first child. 

The actress, a member of 
one of America's most illustri¬ 
ous families of film and stage, 
made her debut as a child star 
in the 1982 Hollywood block¬ 
buster "E.T." 

She has since appeared in a 
string of films, most of them 
romantic comedies, including 
"The Wedding Singer" and 
"Ever After: A Cinderella 
Story."

PARIS (AFP) - France's far- 
right National Front said Mon¬ 
day it might sue Madonna if 
the US pop icon uses a video 
in her upcoming Paris concert 
showing party leader Marine 
Le Pen with a swastika on her 
forehead. 

Madonna used the video as 
part of her stage show as she 
launched her keenly awaited 
"MDNA" world tour in Israel 
last Thursday. The tour is due 
to take her to France for a Paris 
gig on July 14 and another 
concert a week later in Nice. 

Louis Aliot, the National 
Front's vice-president and Le 
Pen's partner, said when asked 
by BFM-TV news channel if 
the party planned to sue the 
singer: "We'll see when she 
plays in France." 

Le Pen, who was a candi¬ 
date in last month's presiden¬ 
tial elections, herself said 
Sunday that when "old singers 
want to get people to talk 
about them, it's understandable 


that they do such extreme 
things." 

The video, which served as 
a backdrop when Madonna 
sang "Nobody Knows Me", 
briefly showed Le Pen's fore¬ 
head appear with a swastika on 
it before her whole face ap¬ 
peared, followed by an image 
resembling Nazi leader Adolf 


Hitler. 

The tour — Madonna's first 
since the wildly successful 
"Sticky and Sweet" in 2008 
and 2009 — will move on to 
Europe and the Americas, with 
concerts planned in a total of 
80 countries. 

It is expected to end in early

10,000 Euro 2012 tickets 
unsold in Ukraine 



PARIS (AFP) - Holders Spain 
and Germany are likely to bat¬ 
tle out the Euro final for a see- 
ond sueeessive time UEFA 
president Miehel Platini told 
AFP in an exelusive interview. 

The 56-year-old - who has 
had to put up with eritieal 
headlines ahead of the kiek- 
off on June 8 over fears of 
raeism and elaims of poor 
tieket sales in both host eoun- 
tries Poland and Ukraine - ex¬ 
plained the Spanish and the 
Germans had that bit extra 
than their 14 other rivals. 

"In terms of favourites, I al¬ 
ways make the differenee be¬ 
tween those who ean win and 
those who are diffieult to 
beat," said the former Freneh 
football great, who still holds 
the reeord for goals seored in 
a Euro - nine in the 1984 edi¬ 
tion whieh the Freneh won. 

"I would put Germany and 
Spain in the first eategory and 
in the seeond one praetieally 
all the other teams, beeause 
playing against Denmark, Por¬ 
tugal, Italy and Franee will be 
tough, one shouldn’t forget 
that Greeee won in 2004." 

Platini, who eoaehed 
Franee at the 1992 Euros 
where they failed to impress, 
highlighted where he felt the 
Germans and the Spanish had 
the aees over their rivals. 

"Spain has huge experi- 
enee, Germany is a little 
younger, and is hungry for 
sueeess," said Platini. 

"Spain would like to retain 
their title with an outstanding 
generation of players. 

"We will see extraordinary 
matehes with teams who eame 
through qualifying without 
dropping a point, and with 
players that are extremely 
strong. 

"But is not for nothing that 
they (Spain) have already won 
it." 

"At the last World Cup Ger¬ 
many made a good impres¬ 
sion, but eame aeross a good 
Spanish side in the World Cup 
semi-finals to whom they lost. 

"It is evident that these two

sides have something extra." 

Platini, who said the Duteh 
were just behind those two but 
needed to step up from being 
perennial eontenders, said he 
felt that England would suffer 
more from the absenee from 
striker Wayne Rooney in their 
first two games - he is sus¬ 
pended - than the sudden de¬ 
parture of eoaeh Fabio 
Capello in February. 

Capello, who had guided 
England to the finals after a 
disappointing performanee at 
the World Cup finals, has 
sinee been replaeed by the 
well-travelled Roy Hodgson. 

"I think that the absenee of 
Rooney for the first two 
games is mueh more of a 
handieap than the departure of 
Capello. Rooney is one of the 
best players in the world." 

Platini, who has been in his 
present post sinee 2007, said 
that obviously it would be bet¬ 
ter for the host eountries to 
stay in the eompetition as long 
as possible in order to keep 
loeal interest burning. 

"We have to be neutral, us 
the organisers. When the loeal 
team is in the eompetition for 
a long time, there is a better at¬ 
mosphere, more passion, that 
is true, it is a faet. 


"But it is a eompetition, 
may the best team win." 


WARSAW (AFP) - Some 
10,000 tiekets for Euro 2012 
remain unsold for matehes in 
Ukraine, UEFA says, with fig¬ 
ures showing there are still 
seats for traditional cruneh fix¬ 
tures sueh as England’s opener 
against France on June 11. 

High accommodation 
prices and transport headaches 
have been blamed for a fall in 
the number of usually ardent 
England fans. 

"It is hard to get flights to 
Kiev, with prices at a pre¬ 
mium, while the distances be¬ 
tween venues is huge and 
there is the cost involved in 
travelling those distances. The 
hotel prices have also been 
hugely inflated," England’s 
Football Supporters Federa¬ 
tion spokesman Kevin Miles 
told the BBC. 

England’s Football Associ¬ 
ation was allocated some 
7,500 tickets for the France 
match in the eastern Ukrainian 
city of Donetsk and the same 
number for their June 19 game 
there against Ukraine. 

For their June 15 match 
against Sweden in the Ukrain¬ 
ian capital Kiev, meanwhile, 
the allocation was 9,000. 

But only 3,000 tickets were 
sold for each game through 
England’s official fan club sys¬ 
tem. 


"When this happens, we 
offer the remaining tickets to 
the opponent, so they can take 
more. And then if there are 
still some available — obvi¬ 
ously not in the same sector — 
which is the case, we put them 
on sale to the general public," 
said Giordano. 

Among the other matches 
which had yet to sell out on 
Monday were France’s June 15 
game against Ukraine in 
Donetsk and les Bleus’ June 19 
Sweden fixture in Kiev. 

There were still tickets 
available for Holland’s June 9 
match with Denmark and June 
17 game with Portugal, both in 
the eastern city of Kharkiv. 

In Ukraine’s fourth venue, 
the western city of Lviv, there 
were tickets for Portugal’s 
matches with Germany and 
Denmark, on June 9 and 13 re¬ 
spectively, and for Denmark 
versus Germany on June 17. 

"At every single tourna¬ 
ment, you always have several 
national associations who do 
not take their full allocation," 
said Giordano. 

"Maybe it’s being seen as a 
big, big story because it’s hap¬ 
pening with England and it 
wasn’t the case before. But it 
changes from one year or an¬ 
other." 


Germans arrive at Euro 2012 in 
confident mood 


GDANSK (AFP) - Germany 
arrived in Gdansk for Euro 
2012 on Monday with key 
midfielder Bastian Schwein- 
steiger having received a clean 
bill of health and coach 
Joachim Loew in a confident 
mood. 

Germany are based in the 
Baltic port of Gdansk, Poland, 
for the duration of Euro 2012, 
which starts on Friday with the 
final in Kiev on July 1, with all 
their Group B games taking 
place in Uliaine. 

The Germans have had 
minor set backs in their final 
preparations after a largely 
second string team suffered a 
shock 5-3 defeat to Switzer¬ 
land at the end of May, while 
midfield star Schweinsteiger 
has been trying to recover 
from a calf strain. 

The 27-year-old is in a core 
group of players central to 
Loew’s hopes of bringing 
home a fourth European 
crown, having last lifted the 
title in 1996 after also winning 
the 1972 and 1980 tourna¬ 


ments. 

Schweinsteiger strained his 
left calf a fortnight ago when 
Bayern Munich lost the Cham¬ 
pions League final 4-3 on 
penalties to Chelsea as his 
missed spot-kick in the shoot¬ 
out helped the Blues seal vic¬ 
tory. 

Germany are amongst the 
pre-tournament favourites and 
open their campaign in Lviv, 
Ukraine, on Saturday against 
Portugal with Schweinsteiger 
having been given the green 
light to play. 

After giving his players the 
weekend to relax before the 
three-week long tournament, 
Loew was upbeat. 

"There is no reason not to 
look forward to these champi¬ 
onships," said the 52-year-old, 
who will be looking to land his 
first trophy as German coach 
after taking them to the Euro 
2008 final and third at the 
2010 World Cup. 

"On Friday, we will decide 
who will play against Portugal 
with plenty of enthusiasm." 


With the quartet of Borus- 
sia Dortmund midfielder 
Mario Goetze, Arsenal de¬ 
fender Per Mertesacker, Lazio 
striker Miroslav Klose and 
Schweinsteiger all returning 
from recent injuries, Loew still 
has a few decisions to make. 

Should Schweinsteiger fail 
to be fit in time, Bayern team¬ 
mate Toni Kroos is most likely 
to partner Real Madrid’s Sami 
Khedira in the defensive mid¬ 
field role. 

Loew has promised his 
players an intense week of 
training with Holland and 
Denmark still to come in 
Group B after Portugal and 
several thousand German fans 
expected to watch Monday 
evening’s training session 
here. 

Having flown the Germans 
from Frankfurt to Gdansk in 
one of Lufthansa’s flagship 
Boeing 747-8s, pilot Peter 
Haenzel said he hoped he 
could also fly them home as 
European champions.

PARIS (AFP) - Defending 
ehampion Li Na erashed out of 
the Freneh Open on Monday 
while Maria Sharapova sur¬ 
vived a deluge of errors on a 
bitterly eold day in Paris to 
struggle into the quarter-finals. 

Li, who was Asia’s first 
Grand Slam singles ehampion 
when she took the 2011 title, 
lost her erown at the fourth 
round stage, going down 3-6, 
6-2, 6-0 to Kazakh qualifier 
Yaroslava Shvedova, the 
world 142. 

World number seven Li was 
attempting to be the first 
Freneh Open women’s eham¬ 
pion to sueeessfully defend the 
title sinee Justine Henin in 
2007. 

But after a eonfident start 
on Suzanne Lenglen eourt, the 
30-year-old Chinese endured a 
speetaeular meltdown in the 
seeond set and never reeov- 
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ered, notehing 41 errors and 
ending up being broken seven 
times by her 24-year-old oppo¬ 
nent. 

Shvedova, who was a quar¬ 
ter-finalist in 2010, had to 
eome through qualifying after 
a knee injury in 2011 saw her 
ranking plummet to 206. 

She will now faee fourth- 
seeded Wimbledon ehampion 
Petra Kvitova who brushed 
aside unseeded Ameriean Var¬ 
vara Lepehenko 6-2, 6-1. 

Sharapova struggled into 
the quarter-finals, defeating 
Czeeh veteran Klara Za- 
kopalova 6-4, 6-7 (5/7), 6-2 in 
an error-searred elash whieh 
featured 21 breaks of serve. 

The Russian seeond seed, 
seeking a Roland Garros title 
to eomplete a eareer Grand 
Slam, goes on to faee Estonian 
23rd seed Kaia Kanepi who 
put out Arantxa Rus of the 
Netherlands 6-1, 4-6, 6-0. 

While in Men’s eategorie 
Defending ehampion Rafael 
Nadal stormed into the Freneh 
Open quarter-finals as three 


Spaniards plus Andy Murray 
made it through to the last 
eight in the bottom half of the 
draw. 

Nadal demolished Juan 
Monaeo of Argentina 6-2, 6-0, 
6-0 in an awesome display of 
elayeourt tennis that must have 
sent shivers through his rivals 
for the title here. 

Countrymen David Ferrer 
and Nieolas Almagro had ear¬ 
lier gone through eomfortably. 

Murray joined them with a 
disjointed 1-6, 6-4, 6-1, 6-2 
win over Frenehman Riehard 
Gasquet. 

The Seot will play Ferrer, 
while Nadal will go for his 
50th win at Roland Garros 
against Almagro. 

Joining them in the last 
eight, in matehes held over 
from Sunday in the opposing 
top half of the draw, were 
Frenehman Jo-Wilfried 
Tsonga and Juan Martin del 
Potro of Argentina. 

Tsonga, seeking to provide 
a first Freneh win in the men’s 
singles sinee Yanniek Noah in 
1983, returned to aetion 
against Stanislas Wawrinka of 
Switzerland 4-2 ahead in the 
fifth set. 

And despite dropping his 
serve in the opening game, he 
held steady to pull off a 6-4, 7- 
6 (8/6), 3-6, 3-6, 6-4 win that 
saw him into the quarter-finals 
at Roland Garros for the first 
time. 

Next up will be a meeting 
with top seed Novak Djokovie 
of Serbia, who has history¬ 
making on his mind too as he 
bids to beeome the first man in 
43 years to hold all four Grand 
Slam titles at the same time.

James, the NBA Most Valu¬ 
able Player still searehing for 
his first NBA title, was fuming 
in the loeker room about the 
foul ealls that foreed him to 
the beneh with the outeome 
still undeeided.

BOSTON, Massachusetts, 
(AFP) - Rajon Rondo sparked 
Boston after top scorer Paul 
Pierce had fouled out in over¬ 
time as the Celtics beat Miami 
93-91 on Sunday to level their 
NBA playoff series. 

Pierce scored 23 points 
while Rondo added 15 points 
and 15 assists as the Celtics 
evened the best-of-seven East¬ 
ern Conference final at 2-2 
with game five on Tuesday at 
Miami and game six back in 
Boston on Thursday. 

Either the Heat or the 
Celtics will face the Western 
Conference champions, the San 
Antonio Spurs or Oklahoma 
City Thunder, in the NBA Fi¬ 
nals starting on June 12. 

After regulation time ended 
deadlocked at 89-89, stars be¬ 
came spectators as Pierce 
fouled out, collecting his sixth 
violation 38 seconds into 
over-time to foul out for the 
third time in five playoff 
games. 

"When your leading scorer 
goes out, you have got to step 
up and make plays," Rondo 
said. "That’s what we did." 

Miami’s LeBron James, 
who scored a game-high 29 
points, fouled out with 1:51 
remaining, the first time he 


had fouled out since leaving 
the Cleveland Cavaliers and 
joining the Heat two years 
ago. 

"It was like chess. They 
took our queen and we took 
their queen," Celtics guard 
Ray Allen said. "All that has 
to happen is the game has to 
be won. It doesn’t matter what 
it looks like." 

Kevin Garnett added 17 
points and 14 rebounds for the 
Celtics while Allen con¬ 
tributed 16 points. Dwyane 
Wade scored 20 points for 
Miami while Udonis Haslem 
had 12 points and 17 rebounds 
for the Heat. 

Haslem’s slam dunk gave 
Miami a 91-89 lead early into 
over-time. 

But Boston’s Marquis 
Daniels hit l-of-2 free throws 
and Rondo sank a jumper to 
put the Celtics on top 92-91. 

Rondo also made l-of-2 
from the free throw line with 
21.4 seconds to play to give 
Boston a 93-91 edge with 
Miami taking the ball. 

Wade elected to try a 3- 
point shot for the victory and 
evaded Daniels to create an 
open opportunity beyond the 
arc.
